Scatter as Fights Begin. 

There are still immense throngs in 
the streets, which is due to the fact 
that all business places in the central 
districts are closed for fear of attacks.

sense from the Spartacides, but they

Shoot at “ Red” Airplane. 
. The sensation of the Wilhelmplatz 
today was the shooting at an airplane 
from which Spartacide handbills were 
being thrown. The government's ma- 
chine guns seemed not without effect, 
because the flier quickly disappeared. 

There have been hundreds of casual- 
ties since last night. Now and then 
swift moving electric fire engines sound 
a shrill tone of warning. They are not 
only employed in extinguishing fires 
but also often handle the unruly 
crowds with never failing coid douches. 

The government has at last given 
up the idea of forming a living wall 
around the chancellor’s palace by un- 
armed partisans, men, women, and chil- 


dren, because they find the Spartacus 
‘group respects not even harmless pro- 


letarians. 


Real Soldiers at Work. 

Today real soldiers, just back from 
the front, are in charge of the defense 
of the seat of government and they 
have gone to work in a businesslike 
way and cleared all the squares and 
adjacent streets as far.as Unter den 
Linden on the north,” Leipsigerstrasse 
on the gouth, Wilhelmstrasse on the 
west, and Kanonierstrasse on the east.

I was in the operating room when the 
shelling started. We hurried through 
the operation and removed the patients 
from the building as soon as possible. 

“Many of the wounded were killed 
by pieces of shell. Several nurses 
were injured and a medical officer gave 
up his life in an attempt to save one 
of his patients, who was trapped in 
the building.” 


Nurse Tells of Cost.

“What does the covenant of London 
establish relative to our national 
revendications? Beyond the Trentino 
and high along the Adige to the Bren- 
ner frontier, it gave to Italy the west- 
ern Friuli, Istria with the exception 
of Fiume, the towns of Gorizia, Trieste, 
and Pola, the two islands of Quarnero

LONDON, Jan. 10,-~The new cabinet 
of Premier Lloyd George was an- 
nounced tonight. It presents few sur- 
prises. The question the British news- 
papers are asking is whether Mr. 
Lloyd George will rule his cabinet or 
whether his conservative advisers will 
dominate him. The majority of the 
members of the cabinet in high places 
are conservatives. 

The premier is pledged by his cam- 
paigning speeches to a sweeping pro- 
gram of liberal reforms, particularly 
the giving of land and houses to work- 
ingmen and discharged soldiers. His 
principal advisers are regarded as rep- 
resentatives of land owning interests, 
who, following tradition, would place 
barriers in the way of such reforms. 
One innovation is the selection for 
the first time of an Indian as a mem- 
ber of the government, Sir 8.

NOW 


Work Grows Till ‘Tribune’ 
Answers Queries from 
All Over Country. 


EY FRIEND OF THE SOLDIER. 
Being a friend to everybody is never 
easy, but this is pretty successfully 
accomplished by “The Friend of the 
Soldier,” the editorial page department 
inaugurated by THE TRIBUNE. 

The Friend of the Soldier finds more 
and more friends every day. After a 
Small beginning, during the last week 
an average of 600 letters has been 
received daily. It has become a daily 
question of keeping up. The modest 
_ force that started the department has 
_been increased and additional aids are 
almost daily essentials. 

The daily inquiries have been increas- 
ing at such a pace that the “ Friend” 
is now one of the topnotchers in the 
matter of mail recetved by TRIBUNE de- 
partments. 

The letters come from every section 
of the country, from every country 
where there are American troops and 
,Sallors, asking a wide variety of ques- 
j tions. Many come from friends and 
;Telatives in this country seeking to 
learn something definite of soldiers 
who have not been heard from in many 
weeks, or some personal information 
about a soldier or sailor who is needed 
at home—when he is coming, where he 
will be mustered ‘out, where he is now.

| GERMAN GOVERNMENT AND 


GERMAN DISORDER. 

The military objectives of the Spartacans tn the 
Berlin fighting seem to be the newspaper offices, 
the offices of the Tuageblatt, the Lokal Anszeiger, 
Vorwaerts, eto. Their military stronghold seems 
to be the royal stables. From the mews to the 
news. 

The Wolff bureau is a strategic point. The Reds 
succeeded in closing {t up. The result has been 
what we love to call chaocs—in the atreets and in 
the news. Ebert and Liebknecht, moderates and 
extremists, seem to revolve in a fighting cirale 
from whieh nothing evolves, a spiral nebula not 


- cooling down to anything. 


Germany presents a picture of social disorgant 
gation, but the work of German government is 
going on, inexplicably if the superficial] aspects of 
present day German life be accepted as indicative 
of fundamental conditions. 

The armistice conditions are being fulfilled—by 
some authority. The American army of occupation 
on the Rhine with headquarters at Cobleng_has 
received as per stipulation $16,000,000 for its ex- 
penses. Guns, locomotives, trucks, cars, airplanes, 
etc., are being delivered. The troops have. been 

withdrawn from territory indicated to positions 
indicated. 

Some authority, and some of ft is civil and not 
military, is proceeding through all the Red dis 
turbance, in days when the news changes govern- 
ments between lunch and dinner, to carry out 
agreements. 

If authority is on the run it nevertheless keeps 
open the channels of administration. Its com- 
missary for the troops must be working. Al! the 
involved and elaborate machinery required back of 
an army to keep it in existence is in operation. The 
social] machinery is in operation. Fundamen- 
tally the German scheme is working. 

The disorders are political riots staged in the 
big cities. They fill the news and they may fill the 
streets with dead, but there is probably more sig- 
nificance in the manner in which German govern. 
ment functions than in the manner in which it col. 

The troubles of the moderates are scruples. Such 
troubles seldom bother the left. The extremists 
were the first to adopt the tank corps motto 

“treat ‘em rough.” Frasier Hunt says that the 
success of the Russian extremists was attributed 
to this. They had no compunctiéns. They re 
moved opposition by exterminating their oppo- 
nents, upon the theory that a dead man ceases in 
most cases to make further trouble, 

The Russian moderates flinched from using the 
machine gun. The Reds did not. The German 
moderates have preferred not to be responsible 
for littering the streets with dead. The German 
Reds have had no scruples on that point. 

When the moderates begin to treat ‘em rough 
and give the first treatment to Liebknecht Berlin 
may soon be returned to the jurisdiction of the po- 
lice, and, what is important, get ready to make 
itself solvent as a debtor to the world. 


OUR BUSINESS IN RUSSIA. 

Tt is with some feeling of hope we cbhserve the 
vigorous protests against the dubious policy of the 
administration in keeping American troops in 
Russia. And the stoutest retorts of the administra- 
tion leaders seem fragile against the question, 
“What business have our soldiers in that frozen 
waste?” 

Senator Swanson of Virginia offers this defense: 
that our task was to prevent the establishment of a 
German submarine base in the Archangel district, 
and also to prevent vast war stores from falling 
into the hands of the Bolshevists. In answer to the 
one it may be said that the chance of a German 
submarine base is about as valid as of canonizing 
the former Kaiser; and for the other the front of 
present allied operations is far past the once threat- 
ened base of supplies on the Murman coast. ; 

Senator Kenyon demands that our soldiers be 


| brought home or an army of relief large enough to 


protect itself be dispatched. Return of the troops 
now in Russia obviates the other expedient, for if 
safety is the proper measure thelr withdrawal wi!! 
insure safety, whereas to send more troops only 
will complicate a situation already fast approaching 
the ridiculous. If the present small contingent has 
no business in Russia surely a larger army will not 
a just cause. Fy 
jAmerican soldiers must consider themselves in 
strange position to be daily tmmersed in warfare 
While the diplomatic representatives of their gOvV- 
ernment are drawing up their chairs to an inter- 
national peace table; assuredly a ox here. A 
peace conference would seem to have something to 
Go with the cessation of hostilities, with victories 
won and new understandings about to be struck. 
What does the American soldier, muffied in furs 
and tramping the Russian snowdrifts, understand 
by such negotiations? 

In London it*has been announced that “the 
British government hasn't the slightest intention of 
sending any more troops to Russia. Not more than 
20,000 British troops are in Russia today, a number 
of which are noncombatant, and these are being 
brought back as quickly as possible.” 

British troops are being brought back “as quick- 
ly as possible,” and the British government “ hasn't 
the slightest intention” of sending any more. Do 
the administration defenders in the senate stl] tn 
gist that we are bound to eacrifice American sol- 
Giers to prevent the establishment of German sub.

Mr. Loeb may have incompletely expressed him- 
self. The reporter may have failed completely to 
get him. The copy reader may have elided what- 
ever there may have been in Mr. Loeb’s idea which 
would have made it explicable. <As it stands we 
are among those who do not get Mr. Loeb. Some- 
thing seems to have happened to his perspective. 
Ws do not know what idea is to be inculcated in 
the minds of the school children of Chicago by the 
Ella Flagg Young memorial It is an exalted one, 
but just what? We do know what idea will be 
represented by the monument to the most intense 
nationalist the United States produced in’ this gen- 
eration. 
It is the idea of courage, strength, rectitude, fair 
dealing, clean thinking, clean living, honest, ag- 
gressive Americanism and national pride and ao 
complishment. In Theodore Roosevelt such ideas 
had their most conspicuous embodiment, embod. 
ment in a man who never failed to meet an issue 
with principles declared and courage sufficient. 

These ideas are important to the children who 
will be the Americans of tomorrow. The enterprise 
which would put them in an enduring monument 
is not secondary to any other memorial considera- 
tion—not even to the memorial considerations 
which involve the name of Ella Flagg Young.

GLEN SPRINGS, NEW YORK, 
AND NAUHEIM TREATMENT. 
LEN SPRINGS is located in a 
park of 100 acres situated at the 
head of Seneca lake, in the north- 
western part of New York. In 
the park are hills with varying estab- 
lished grades, and these are used for 
prescribed hill climbing exercises. 

The water in Seneca lake has a low 
temperature, and, evaporation being rel- 
atively slight, the Glen is said to have a 
rlow humidity for a lake place in that sec- 
tion.

Among other ingredients are iron, io 
dine, and bromine. It contains about 
105.25 grams of mineral to the gallon, 
being about five times as strong as the 
waters of Nauheim.

Mache units. 

In addition there are four drinking 
waters at Watkina, three of which are 
mineralized and one is nothing more 
than a clear, pure water.

BOLSHEVISM AND SOVIETS. 
Loda, IIL, Jan. 9.—[To the Friend of 
the People.]—What !s the derivation and 
meaning of the word Bolsheviki? What 
are the distinctive tenets of Bolshevism? 
What ts the soviet? A. t 


Bolsheviki is from the Ruseian “ boshe," 
meaning, broadly, majority. One local appli- 
cation of the word means ‘“‘the man who 
wants more.”’ The first use of the word in a 
political sense occurred in 1905 at the time 
of the eplitting up of the Socialist party into 
two factions. These parties were known as 
Bolsheviki or the party of the majority, and 
Mensheviki or the minority party. 

The Bolsheviki were extremely radical in 
their ideas and their platform embodied the 
use of sabotage and violence of any sort to 
gain the end desired. Local, sporadic revolu- 
tionary methods were looked upon as effica- 
cious and terrorism was their trump card. The 
Mensheviki were more moderate in their plat- 
form. Revolution, to be of any value, must 
be far reaching in ite scope and involve the 
sanction of all classes. Terrorism and the 
use of violence were taboo. 

The soviet is a council] composed of dele 
gates from the peasant, workineman, sol- 
dier, and Cogsack classes. The basis of rep- 
resentation is one or two representatives from 
each of the classes. Sometimes the Cossack 
class may have three or more representatives 
depending upon the number of villages in 
the Cossack territory. These provincial 
soviet organizations select representatives ta 
the national soviet and aid the national body 
in the enforcement of its decrees and laws.

MORRISTOWN, N. J. 


Morristown, N. J., Jan. 10.—Roswell 
Field, brother of Eugene Field, well 
known as an author and newspaper 
writer in San Francisco, 8t Louis, 
|Kansas City, New York, and Chicago, 
died of pneumonia at his home here 
today. He was in his 68th year. 

Mr. Field was born in St. Louis and 
educated at Phillips-Exeter academy 
and the University of Missouri. He 
married Miss Henrietta Dexter of Kan- 
sas City in 1885. She died in 1904. 


PROMINENT IN CHICAGO. 
Roswell! Martin Field spent a large 


part of his mature life in Chicago. | 


He had previously been in news- 
paper work in a number of western 
cities, and it is likely that the fact of 
Eugene Field being here had some 
thing to do with his decision to make 
Chicago hts home. Probably the first 
notable work he did here was as a 
collaborator with his brother, Eugene, 
in the translations of the Odes of 
Horace into a volume of verse entitled 
“ Echoes from a Sabine Farm.” 

In the course of time he joined the 
staff of the Evening Post and for a 
number of years conducted a column 
of comment and observation. Later 
he was for a time an editorial writer 
on THm TRIBUNE. He was a frequent 
contributor to other journals in the 
city and elsewhere. 

He was a popular member of the 
Chicago colony of authors, a close 
friend of Henry B. Fuller, Hamlin Gar- 
land, Walter M. Hill, Harriet Monroe, 
“B. L. T.,” and others. 

About ten years ago he retired from 
the journalistic fleld to become the 
exe¢utor of the estate of a former 
friend from New Jersey. He also was 
guardian for his friend's son.

Of 
course it is best-to start the cook- 
ing in the top of the double boiler and 
progress is made if this is directly over 
the fire. At the end of a half hour add 
cut up dates and other fruit to taste 
and a handful of pecans cut fine. Eat 
hot with cream, or if this is not pro- 
curable use milk or even butter, Or 
put into glasses to mold and ext cold 
with whipped cream. Will keep for 
two or three days.
